No onr 
t ui lui 111 an idea of the uieaus employed 
to IniiiH them »o t!io sp'.il, i>r who eou- 
stnii ted ii. .\i'oniid the entire luke is a 
Udt of woodland lia f a mile iu length, 
euuiiM.«ed of oak. Witli this exoepUon 
the uouutry is a rolling prairie. ' Tlie 
trees uiiiHt have been phuited there at 
tlio time of tbu building of the wall In 
tlie spiing of the year ItlCO there was a 
^rt-iit htoriu and the ie« on the lake 
liioke the will ill several ]iliues, ai i the 
laruiel'S in the vieinity weie ul)!i((ed to 
repair thu duiiii>($i:. to p eveiit iunnda- 
tiuii. Tlie lake occupies a ground sur- 
fiuv of '2,800 acres ; the depth of water is 
as gie^t OS twenty-five feet. The water 
tH ekar and cold ; i>oU sandy and loamy. 
It is aingular that no one has .be«m able 
to asrertaiu where t.\e water comes troii 
nor wht iu ii t,'<H's, yet it is always clear

Tbo "caabior" and "at- 
torney" then stated that as an ovi- 
dence of reliability and responsibility, 
tho two applicants hIiohUI show as 
much as |:),0J. Tbo "volunteer part- 
ner" drew 11,300 out of his pocket as 
all that he had. Mr. Ilaymond then 
pi'o))(>scd to till out the balance by 
ptiiiiii;? lip several hundred dollars in 
cash, borrowing; si.\- hundred more 
and comiii!,' lo llciidersoil borrowed 
seven liiindrcd additional from the 
bank. WIdIo tbo money was spread 
out on a table a squabble ousuod dur- 
ing which the attorney skipped out 
with tlio cash. Tho canbicr apologi/.ed 
and },aive his note for the aiiionnt, 
roquestiiii; silence. This reiinest was 
liuwisely grunted until a lew days 
since, wlien the f^cls leaked out. All 
throe of the gtrangors (in partnership 
of course) have loft for parts unknown 
and having ample time are no doubt 
ill a safe bidiiig-placo ere l\m.

Narrow streets in the main aud high

'.'onoeivable odors, aud the exolnsiveneas 
:>f private life is such that neighbors 
ctui never tell how each other live, 
riioro is a sjiocics of uiiiid-yonr-own- 
bnsinosB fieemasonry among them 
wliieli iistonuds the stranger, for any oi 
the tliousaiid ami one street occurrences 
of n large city wlueh would instantly 
:)raw crowds in onr eoimtry are imhoedeil 
bore, both men and women being tp all 
intents and purposes l>liiid toeverytliing 
which does not conocm- them. This 
hahit hears fruit in their courts of law 
for criminal prosecution, the <wi- 
deiico of a witness being wciglied 
and valued for its motive rather 
tliau for its literal meaning.

The 
court recorded itself as in gnsit mental 
anguish — as why slioiild a Wealthy man 
couso tlic theft of lifteeii )>iga? and re- 
solved thai, ^ things considered, a 
wcnltby man 'twould not steal piqs — ergo, 
tbo witnesses— reputable people— lied : 
"thirty days in t^ stoeka foir the wit- 
nesses," Wealthy men, with the pigs 
and tbo Judge, " go out and see a mtm," 
etc. Appeal? No suoh word iu tho 
legal lexicon of Peru. Tlie true in- 
wardness of Meiggs' reign here is dawn- 
ing upou the people. In parts of tlko 
cotmbry where oonatmotion was the 
most costly you oould not raise 
sagebrush, and at no eonsiderabla 
part of tlie lines can be found 
sufficient arable land to "stand 
off" . tho debts of the roads. 
No one but an Amctioau could ever suo- 
coed in snch a business ; no one lait a 
Peruvian would allow him to. Think of 
railroads in a country where the people's 
main stay for the day is two bananas, 
one aud potato,- 2^<»ta Oor, &an Atm- 
o<«oo Chroitiolo, 



Tliia noted liistorian was the son of 
Zucliery Macai^lay, a West India mer- 
chant and wonderiiil pliilnutliropist. 
His gramlfatber was Bur John Mocaulay, 
a Presbyterian minister of West Soot- 
land. Toimg Ifaoanlay was born in the 
year 1800, educated at Trhiity, Cam- 
bridge, where he acquired a lepntatiou 
as a scholar and debater, and twico won 
tlie Chancellor's medal, first, by liis 
poem "Pompeii," second, "F.vening." 
He was elected Fellow of Trinity aud 
devoted himsilf lo litei jitiiiv, iM'eoiiiiug 
a oontiibutor lo KniyliCn Qiiartiirly 
Moffozine. In 1H23 he mtule his ap- 
pearance m tlic Ikl'mburyh lievlew in IdM 
famous essay on Hilton, a production so 
learned, entimsiastio, aud brilliant that 
it capttvated the whole reodhig world, 
and placi^d him in the first ranks ot ca- 
siiyuts. Iu 1820 he was calhMl to the bar 
but never praetiiusl thu profesMion. 
Alxmt this tiini! lie w.os elected to Par- 
liament, for wliicU he repaid his eonstit- 
nents by sotting forth tlioir doctrine in a 
manner so luminous, jxiwerful aud at- 
tr^ijive ^ a4veKsaiie| ^were 

(diarn»B,;«uid^ odnbdsjMf t tkqr^ ^ 
not convicted. 

In 18H6 he went to India and s]>cnt 
some time in tho prepariition iif a new 
l«inal c<hU', lint was not v. ry Miceessfnl. 
On hLs reliirn he was re-i leeted l-i Par- 
liament. A.s a statesmau Ue wnn the 
implicit friend of fivedwm, both civil and 
religions. He eloquently stutained the 
Bomau Oathdio bill tor the relief bt 
Catholics, and in eonseqtience was tm- 
seated, but five years thereafter . was 
rn-elect(>d withrait elToi t on his portk In 
IH-IH he pulilislied the liivt two volumes 
of his worid-reiuiwned "History of En- 
gland" — the liiiest history, Uxi, over 
written hy ancient or mod' in \\iit<-r. It 
was received with an eutliusiabtio liopn- 
hirity which lios boon attained by very 
few at the great 'noveliala. 

When he published in 1850 his two 
lost volnmcM they created such oxnito^ 
nxMit in Pati-rnostcr ri>w a.s had never 
been seen liclcae. .Shortly after he was 
eJeetedamemlieri.'f the r'l-.'iiiOi Academy 
of Moral and Polili.-al Si i lu r, and was 
raised to the peeragit iu FjUgland under 
tbo title of Huron Mai iulay. Ho 
died in 18(10, at Holly ^slgu, nt^ar Lon- 
don. Ue was a man of niqwrlativo tal- 
ent, thorough soholarship, ami his ac- 
cumulated kuowledge wuh prodigious. 
His knowledge of misleni I'.uroiiia and 
especially Kiij<1ls1i history from the time 
of Henry Vlll. wii.* iiiiMirpas.sed. His 
style ia pure, luminous and e.npiisitely 
modulated, or musical, while his jiowcrs 
of description were such that his " His- 
tory of England " might lie oompared to 
the cart<x}ns of Bophaol in the Sistine 
Cbiqiel of Bome, 

AUi.sipn said, " .\ft<-r a ri view of the 
eliief eliariu'teristies of Lend .leolVrey, 
Mcintosh and Smith, we find Miicaulay's 
turn of miud aud style peculiar, and ex- 
hibit a combination rarely, if ever, ex 
hibitod iu ancient or modern literature. 
Unlike JeoSrey, he is deeply learned in 
lore — ancient aud modern. His mind 
is richly stored with the iMvlry aud his- 
tory, liotb of classieal and coiitiiientu! 
lit«r..'.nre. Unlike Mcintosh, he is emi- 
nently dramatic uml pictorial. He al- 
ternately speaks ii.u try t*! the soul and 
paints pictures to the eyes. Unlike 
Smith, ho has omitted snhjects of party 
coiiteutiun and party intorosis, anil 
grapples with great qnoetions and im- 
mortal namce, whieli will forever attract 
the interest aud ilewand the attentiou of 
snch men as Slilton, liacoii and 
Slachiavdli. Tlu' grand chaiaiteri.itic 
of his style is the shortness of lii.s sen- 
teuccs. He often conveys sevcnd ideas 
in one line."

The Paris tSgaro, v(ho may be rather 
</(;//if-moiMfane, says that in France the 
rule is positive thst the man sliiUl first 
bow to the woman, providing that their 
social relations iiiu the same. In Ku- 
gland it i.-i the uiijiosite. The liuly bows 
lirst, the iuforeiice being that by her ai't 
she grants i>urmissiou to the gentleman 
to return hor salute. Both customs 
have, however, the same advantage, and 
that is that tho womivn remains mistress 
of tlie situation. When in a drawing- 
room a man ia presented to a woman ho 
may ooovane with her by the hour, and 
when sho meote him next day iu the 
street she nia.v be supposed t.i be iieai- 
siglit4Hl, and, thimgh he may sue for rec- 
ognition in tliii uioNt imploring milliner, 
she uiiiy give Imu the go-by.

Do men wear corsets t Laoy H. 
Hoopor, the Paris correspondent, says 
that they do, and to prove her case she 
quotes from a letter written ner by s 
gentleman who waa adnoated in ono of 
the beet private bOarding-achods in Yi- 
onna, Austria, remaining there from the 
age of 12 to that of 17. In common 
with all his fellow-pupila, wlio are sixty 
in number, he wore corsets during the 
whole of lliu tlvu years' atay at tho school. 
Uu wan iufurmed by his touclior that 
Vieunew! goutlumun, as a rule, wore 
corsets, and that the discipline wna nat- 
urally enftwoed on all their sobohirs. 
" My stays were very tightly hmed— my 
waist during my lost year at the school 
being but eighteen inches in l irciiiiifer- 
ence — yet I never oxjJcrioiUH il a day's 
illucKH, and lu-icd very luueli to enjoy the 
HOUHatiuu caused b.y tight lacing.
